Flood Work Will 
Need More Money 


An appropriation of $6,700,000 
by the 1957 State Legislature* to 
the Central and Southern Florida 
Flood Control District will enable 
the district to participate in feder- 
al appropriations anticipated dur- 
ing the next two years, according 
to an FCD announcement today. 

It was stated that, "As the pro- 
ject continues to prove its value, 
there is an increasing probability 
that the amount of Federal funds 
earmarked for it will be stepped up 
to allow a faster rate of construc- 
tion". 

The State appropriation to the 
FCD budget pays for water stor- 
age lands, certain relocations, and 
a cash contribution of 15 percent of | 
construction costs. 

Among projects slated for new; 
starts in the coming fiscal year 
are the levee bounding the western 
side of conservation area No. 2 and 
construction of improvements to 
the Harney Pond and Indian Prai- 
rie canals, In hddition, enlarge- 
ment of Biscayne Canal is cohtem- 
plated and work in the upper and 
lower Kissimmee River basin is 
planned. 

The F'CD has asked the Federal 
government for.$45 million fer ted 
next fiscal year and $25 million a 
year thereafter until the project is 
completed. 

The State of Florida must be in a 
position during the next two year 
period to meet its share of the costs 
in the event Congress appropriates 
annually the funds requested.
